conduct unbecoming attorneys agnlustthe 
two men. 
The specific charges are of 


misappropriating the money of clients, 
which they used for their own purposes 
and failed to pay when demand was made. 


Commissioner Oharlss H. Hall filed his 


report lost week but Judge Mahlon H. 
Stout held the papers until yesterday 
when he formally approved the findings of 
the Commissioner who recommended the 
disbarment of the men. 
The decree of 


the Court was as follows: 


And now to wit: this 12lb day ot Feb- 


ruary, A. D., 1906, upon a full considera- 
tion of the within report, U is hereby ad- 
judged and decreed that the findings and 
conclusions of tha commissioner herein 
are sustained end that the respondent, 
Samuel 1, Freed, has violated the provi- 
sions of the Act of April 14, -1834, P. L. 
333, section 74, which provides, "that it 
any such attorney shall retain moneys 
belonging to his client after demand 
made by the client for the payment 
thereof, it shall be the duty of the Court 
to canso ihe name of such attorney to be 
stricken from the record 
of attorneys 


and to prevent him from prosecuting 
longer in the said court." 


And it is therefore hereby ordered, ad- 


judged and decreed that the name of tbe 
said Samuel Z. Freed, be RtriCKen from 
the record of attorneys of the several 
courts of tills county and that he IB here- 
by prohibited from practicing as an at- 
torney therein.

over them I Tbe work as a who'e is be- 
yond their comprehension. 
They are 


equal only to a dent in the varnish. 
There is a deal of rubbish in what 
poses as profound criticism. 
We have 


an example of this in museum-loungers 
and closet-naturalists who bitterly com- 
plain that animals in 
their native 


haunts will not conform to the conclu- 
sions of natural history clubs. Many of 
the so-called blemishes of an author's 
pages are often but tbe more vigorous 
thoughts that scorn set phraseology and 
screams its meaning instead of whisper- 
ing it. The author, too, often considers 
and really compliments the reader by 
purposely giving hut an outline ot his 
thought and leaving the full significance 
and logical detail to be worked out by 
him. All this is lost on those unfortu- 
nates, who, having ceased to be useful, 
turn critics. 


It is ever a delight to converse with 


those who see the world as we cannot, if 
we and they can keep our tempers. Tbe 
troub'e lies in expecting of others what 
we are not prompt to allow. There is de- 
light in diversity of opinion, and the op- 
posite. Tbe mischief that arises is our' 
own fault, and is due to our ignorance of 
Nature. Any other explanation is a hol- 
low fraud. 


If so Utopian a condition as uniformity 


of opinion could be, it is scarcely a ques- 
tion that life would be exasperatingly 
monotonous and suicide the only virtue 
left. 
Men are as varied in their entirety 


as in their facial make-up. No two look 
alike or are alike, and it is out of this 
diversity that truth comes, men having 
in common but a few fundamental and 
self-evident truths. Intellectual social- 
ism would be as utterly bad as political 
socialism has proved whenever tried on a 
small scale. Men can be alike for all the 
practical purposes of the state and things 
go on smoothly enough, but unless our 
individual 
view-points 
are different, 


nothing but rudiments 
of knowledge 


would ever be acquired. 


It is, in controversy, where diverse 


minds clanb, not enough to say of anoth- 
er's conclusions, "I do not accept them." 
We must know why we do not, or, if any 
doubt arises as to any one feature of. au- 
other's argument, we shonld not rest un- 
til the value of that doubt is determined. 


There is a dark side to tins and that 


Is the gradual drifting apart of indivi- 
duals and then families because of var- 
ied views on subjects, the importance of 
which was vastly over-rated. This, very 
early in tbe career of the human races, 
was the starting point of race differen- 
tiation and then racial antipathy. Cham- 
pions of ideas encouraged lack of charity, 
and now so- wide is the breach, the broth- 
erhood of man can never be realized. 
Perhaps Natute inteqded this for gome 
wise purpose of her own. To the student, 
races and their countries seem admirably 
fitted, 
What is called missionary enter- 


prise is a damnable outrage. Those 
coming nearer home, who have no pa- 
tience with their fellows becanse not 
holding the same views on any one or 
more subjects, are the weakest people on 
earth. It is evidence of a half-baked 
condition that does not appeal to peo- 
ple of sense. Illiberal and liberal peo- 
ple are as far apart as sour bread and 
sweet biscuiti, and I, for one, prefer the 
latter. 


Modern politeness is too exacting, 
It 


ought not to deprive ne, under all cir- 
cumstances, of the delights of "gasein' 
back." There ie, I note, a disposition on 
the part of older people to speak in each 
manner to younger folk that the latter 
feol embarrassed, because of the restrain 
their politeness puts upon them.

The Committee on Streets and High- 


ways respectfully report: 
That at a conferenoe-with the Division 


Supervisor of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
assurances were given your committee 
that the sidewalk along the westerly side 
of Beaver Dam Road, from the railroad 
to the northerly line of Canal street 
would be puvnd, curbed and guttered in 
accordance with the Ordinance requiring 
the same to be done, as introduced at the 
last mooting of Council. 


Your committee herewith submits for 


the approval of Council Plan Nu. 81, sur- 
veys of Bristol borough, being lines and 


along Beaver Dam Boad, from the 


Philadelphia and Trenton railroad to the 
northerly side of Canal street in said 
borough. 


William H. Boardman, of Philadel- 


phia, to whom your committee awarded 
the work of preparing a Sanitary survey 
of the borough, together with the necae- 
siry data for a system of sewerage and 
sewage diepo-al, also a complete map of 
the borough, as alluded to in your com- 
mittee's last repoit, which said award 
was th'eu duly approved by Council, has 
accepted some additional requirements 
thought necessary uy your committee, 
tho same to be without any additional 
cost, and proposes to begin work thereon 
in the near luture. 


Work upon the drain under the canal 


and along the eastern side of Beaver Dam 
Boacl, has been prosecuted during the 
past month, your committee believes, as 
rapidly as is practicable, considering its 
difficult 
ohuractor. 
When 
completed 


there will be an appreciable increase in 
space lor teams alon^ Buaver Dam Road. 
^Tbe Delaware and Atlantic Telegraph 
and Telephone Company has submitted 
plans (or the installation of the automat- 
ic Street Pay Station authorized some 
mouths ago, said station to be located at 
the south westerly corner of Jefferson 
avenue and Pond street, aud for tho erec- 
tion of iour n«jp poles in 
the Fourth 


ward, as follows: One at the corner of 
Ht.adley nnd Pine streets, one on Headley 
street, westward from Pine street and 
Two on Pine street, 
southward from 


Headley street. 
These plans have been 


approved by your committee and 
the 


said company authorized to proceed 
with the proposed installation and erec- 
tion. 


By direction of your committee Plane 


and Specifications huve been 
prepared 


by the borough surveyor for a Telford 
roadway along Canal street, from Jeffer- 
son avenue to tlie Bjaver Dam Road, 
and along the latter street, from Oanal 
street to the railroad. Should it be decid- 
ed to do this work in the 
near future 


these plans and specifications 
will en- 


able a future committee to ask for bids 
for the entire work with intelligence. 
Oanal street is not an apcepted street, 
b,ut it will be a saving to contract for 
the entire work as a 
whole, and 
the 


coat thereof can be adjusted with pri- 
vate owners as has been done in one or 
two instances lately. 


The Sta'e Highway Department has 


notified tbe Superviiors of Bristol town- 
ship that in the proposed improvement 
of the highways of that District new 
liriclges will be required over Hollow 
creek, near Corona Kid Works and over 
Otter creek, at the westerly line of the 
borough 
tinder existing arrangements 


the borough and township are equally re- 
sponsible for the cost of the first named 
bridge, and ths> borough, the township 
and the Philadelphia, Bristol & Trenton 
Street Railway Company divide the ex- 
penses incident to the maintenance of the 
second bridge in equal one-third por- 
tions. 
Accordingly the borough's one- 


jalf of the coat of the Hollow creek 
bridge will be $503.40 and its one-third 
of the Otter creek bridgef is $384.64, 
being $948.04 in all. iour committee, 
recognizing the necessity of these im- 
provements recommend the passage of 
;he accompanying resolution. 


This report being the last for the 


Oouncll year, your committee thought it 
proper briefly to-recapitulate its work 
luring its term of office, 
although fully 


recognizing that, had there been oppor- 
tunity, much more might have been ac- 
complished. 


The most important 
subject which 


claimed its attention was the matter of 
sewerage and sewage disposal. 
Ae this 


subject has been so recently reported up- 
on further mention in this place does not 
leem needful. 


The reconstruction of the drain under 


,he canal, and the new work along the 
easterly side of Beaver Dam Road of tbe 
same kind, are likewise of such recent 
date as not to need further remark herein. 


At the recommenda,tion pf your com- 


mittee an ordinance was enacted requir- 
ing ownen of property along the west- 
erly side of Jefferson avenue from 
the 


railroad to Canal street, along both 
sides of Washington street, within the 
same limits, and along the westerly sid* 
of Logan street, from Pond to Pear 
itreet, to pave, curb and gutter tre 
jidewalks in front of their respective 
premises and the work so required has 
oeen done, greatly to the improvement 
of conditions in th« respective localities. 


Upon the petition of adjacent owners 


of property, tne alley in tbe rear pf the 
easterly side ot Jefferson avenue, run- 
ning from Wood tp Pond streets, was duly 
accepted as a public highway of the bor- 
ough, and placed upon the borough plan. 


About two hundred notices to property 


owners were issued by tbe committee, re- 
quiring divers repairs to sidewalks, curbs 
and gutters. More than nine-tenths of 
th»se notices ha.e been complied with, to 
the betterment of their own property, 
and greatly to the comfort and safety of 
pedestrians. 


All the flre plugs in the borough have 


been thoroughly overhauled and it is be- 
lieved that they are in good order. 


The general policy of your committee 


respecting new work upon the streets baa 
been to do whatever seemed necessary to 
keep them in good order, but it was cot 
deemed wise to do any new work In view 
of the probability of much tearing up of 
the streets, should the borough decide to 
put in a sewerage system. 


In closing its' work for the year tbe 


committee desires to acknowledge, the 
support if has received frpjn Council, and 
the willing assistance at all times re- 
ceived from different public officials.

Thte in- 
sect is groeu in color, and In form re- 
sembles a wasp -witli a marveloiiisty 
thin waist It makes Its nest of TveH 
worked clay and then goes on a hunt- 
ing expedition. 
Its victims are la- 


rariablj- spiders of various kinds, but 
all are subject to the same mode of 
treatment 
A scientific sting Injects 


Borne poison which effectually paralyzes 
the luckless spider, which Is then carried 
•ft to the nest and there fastened with 
k dab of moist clay. Another and an- 
other victim is brought to this chamber 
of horrors. Then the prescient mother 
Ichneumon fly proceeds to deposit her 
eggs, one in the body of each spider, 
which can just move its legs in a vague, 
aimless manner, bnt can offer no re- 
sistance. 


This done, the fly returns to her work 


as a mason. She prepares more clay 
and builds up the entrance to this 
ghastly cell Then xhe commences a 
new cell, which she furnishes in like 
manner and then closes; then she adds 
yet another cell and so proceeds until 
her store of eggs are all provided for, 
and, her task in life being aocompllst'ed, 
she dies, leaving her evil brood to h'ltch 
at leisure. In dne time these horrid lit- 
tle maggots come to life and flnd them- 
selves cradled In a larder of fresh meat 
Each poor spider is still alive, and his 
Juices afford nutriment for the Ichneu- 
mon grub till it is ready to pass la the 
chrysalis stage, thence to emerge as a 
•winged fly fully prepared to carry out 
the traditions of Its ancestors with re- 
gard to spiders.

As when the angler, his long rod In hand, 
On a projecting rook assumes his stand, 
Casts to tho flery fry the baited snare, 
Then flings the wriggling1 captives In tho 


air. 


The Romans, Greeks and other rnces 


of early flays around the Mediterranean 
practiced the nrt of angling, Plutarch 
tells of a prank played by tlic fair 
Egyptian, Cloopatra, while out fishing 
with Antony, "They wagered on their 
angling, and her divers did hang a 
salt fish on bis hook, which he with 
fervor drew up." 


The ruined walls of Herculanoum 


and Pompeii abound in frescoes of 
fishermen. All along the track of his- 
tory are found traces of this gentle 
recreation, showing the gradual Im- 
provement from the hook of bone and 
rude equipment of the caVo man to the 
elegant accessories and belongings of 
the modern angler.
